Joseph Paul-Boncour intends 
to follow the policies of the 
Herriot government with re- 
gard to negotiations in con- 
nection with the American 
debt, he revealed today in 
his first appearance as pre- 
mier before the chamber of depu- 
ties 


His primary objective will be a 


conference to effect a general set- 
tlement, but he warned that the 
political situation in the 
United 
States makes it advisable to con- 
duct the negotiations 
with 
the 
greatest care. 


His disarmament policy also will 
be a continuation of his predeces- 
sor's. 
In domestic matters he in- 
tends to effect administrative econ- 
omies which probably will take the 
form of salary and pension reduc- 
tions 


In his foreign relations, h- said, 
he desires particularly 
to culti- 
vate the friendship between France 
and Great Britain, at the same 
time granting to Germany so far 
as he can consistently do so the 
Status of equality which she de- 
•mands. 
In the long run, he 
told 
the 
chamber, the ultimate" goal of his 
administration and of all 
other 


governments must be to find the 
way out of the economic depres- 
sion, a result of "international un- 
certainty, misunderstandings 
and 


rivalries between peoples." 


After the chamber of deputies 


voted a week ago to postpone pay- 
ment of the war debt instalment 
former Premier Herriot continued 
his contacts with the American 
government, the premier said, add- 
ing that "we are grateful that a 
'\aerlous effort has been made at 
(Washington to smooth over the dlf- 
'Xipulties which have arisen."

•pose of preparing a solution of 
e question in its entirety,' with

WORK TWO BANDITS 


WINGATE, Dec. 22.—(F) 


—A fusillade of shots fired 
by a cashier and aroused 
citizens brought death for 
one bank robber and left 
another dying after the two 
had entered the Security 
Bank of Wingate, locked 
the young woman bookkeser in 
the vault and scooped up all the 
money in the tills, between $1,500 
and 52,000. 


The robbery occurred at 12:40 p. 


m., while al lemployes of the bank 
excepting Miss Leliah Harter, the 
bookkeeper, went out to lunch. 


Paring a sedan at the curb the 


two men entered and drew guns 
as they approached the window. 
"Give us all your money," Miss 
Harter was commanded and all 
the currency and silver 
in the 


tills and vault was scooped up 
and hastily packed in sacks by the 
bandits. 


The men, both very young, pass- 


ed Duncan Hensleyi the 
cashier, 


as they were leaving the bank. He 
sensed it was a robbery ant', open- 
ed fire on them, alarming 
the 


neighborhood. 
Citizens immedi- 


ately gave chase to the 
bandit 


car and when it was wrecked just 
two blocks from the bank, 
one 


of the fleeing men jumped into 
another car parked 
nearby and 


the second fled on foot. 


The first was wounded as 
he 


abandoned the second automobile 
at the edge of town and attempt- 
ed to flee on foot. 
The first had 


been dropped, dead ir. his tracks. 


Gasping for breath as ho grad- 


ually grew weaker, the woUr.ded 
bandit said his name was "Pee-

Midway between Jerusalem and 


Bethlehem a knoll overlooks the 
old road, on' which has been erect- 
ed a. stone bench, as a memorial 
to Holman Hunt, the British paint- 
er. In walking the five miles from 
Jaffa Gate of Jerusalem to the 
cream-walled, red-roofed town of 
Bethlehem, this seat is a gor 1 one 
on which to rest and loo-k and 
meditate. 


Along the highway at o^ir feet- 


runs the colorful 14fe of the old 
and new Orient—automobiles and 
camel-caravans; villagers and pil- 
grims; Jerusalemites, Bethlehem- 
ftes (you may identify the Bethle- 
hem women by their distinctive 
"dress, apparently a heritage from 
•Crusader days), Hebronites; a.nd 
Arabas bound for Sinai. Nearby is 
the Tomb of Rachel, commem- 
orating an old Testament nativity 
which costs the life of the mother. 


In full view i lie the bare brown 


hills of Judea, with the Moun- 
tains of Moab, and their mem- 
ories of Moses, in 
the 
distance.

ish soldiers were kept constantly 
on guard at the birthplace of the 
Prince of Peace, to prevent blood- 
shed between these warring dis- 


n the same friendly quarters. The 
smoke of countless lamps and can- 
dles and fires has blackened walls 
and roof. 
Workmen's friendliness 


to a fellow-workingman has made 
room in these humble quarters for 
the wayfaring and distraught ca,r- 
penter from Nazareth and his wife. 
Here, on this very spot, the mir- 
acle befell: the Son of God was 
born to mortals, to show to all the 
world that His Father's nature is 
love.

The final roll call came upon 


the heels of an overwhelming re- 
fusal to send the bill back to com- 
mittee, an action which topped a 
day-long; procession of votes to 
beat back every

ment offered. 


The action marked 
the 
first 


time since adoption of the Vol- 
stead Act that either branch of 
congress had held a vote directly 
on the issue of relaxing the fun- 
damental 
prohibition enforcement 
law. 


The beer advocates piled up a 


comfortable majority on the first 
call of the roll, as compared with 
the defeat last year of a beer 
measure 228 to 169. 


The chamber was crowded dur- 


ing the progress of the call. The 
galleries were sprinkled with many 
representatives of wet and dry or- 
ganizations among the spectators- 


The vote was 230 to 165.
